The writer recently re- 
turned from Hamburg after a year's 
course of education, and an outline o( 
tbe system of mining boys In business 
may be Interesting.

Ou my Drst day's attendance 1 was 


handed a time in bio ou which appear- 
ed, set out In formidable array, such 
subjects us commercial correspond- 
ence, laws of bills of exchange, cur- 
rency, political ccouOmy and commer- 
cial law, none of which .hi the time 
conveyed much to me and raised fieri 
ous doubts In my liilnd ns to whether 
1 Bliuuld be nble to understand and ap- 
preciate ,wlml appeared to be most 
abstruse subjects. 
• At 0 a. in. sharp on the following day 
the course began, prefaced ,.by a cou 
pic of hours' bard study, for tho Gcr 
mnns «rc glullons to work nud think 
nothing of a twelve hour day. The 
first course was called "business trnln 
ing." 
We worked In two spacious 


rooms furnished ns ofliccs. each roon 
representing n different business house

what seemed to me ill the outset n 
most sensi'luss task. On the following 
day 1 riniulved to follow out ttiir mas- 
ter's Instructions to the letter, nnd 1 
•was surprised to find how Interesting 
the work became. 


I continued addressing envelopes for 
wo uoura a day for a whole week, and 
ho next week I received promotion. 
n this way I went through the whole 
routine, from olflce boy to director, 
and the experience which I obtained 
;n the various capacities has proved 
:nvalunble to me In business. 


As director 1 had to sign checks, dic- 


tate letters, enter Into agreements with 
Ihe other firm with reference to the 
sale and purchase of goods, keep an 
eye on the money market, work out ar- 
bitrage calculations, draw up nnd in- 
dorse bills of exchange and bills of 
lading, make oiit periodical statements 
of affairs, allow or dispute amounts 
placed to the debit of the Brm on ac- 
count of general average losses and 
generally supervise everything. 


While we were thus drilled In practi- 


cal work the theoretical side of busi- 
ness was not neglected. Lectures were 
given at fixed hours, bookkeeping and 
mercantile law. Thus we enjoyed the 
Inestimable advantage of acquiring the 
theory and practice of business at the 
came time.—Detroit Free Press.
